Incident Summary:  On September 1, 2021, at approximately 10:30pm, officers were dispatched to the 
area of the 6000 Block of Jolliff St. on a report of a shooting.  Officers arrived and discovered a male 
juvenile shot several times.  During the initial investigation, it appears this was a domestic situation.  
Two brothers had a physical altercation when one of them produced a handgun and shot his brother.  
Columbus Fire Medic #31 transported the victim to O.S.U. Medical Center in critical condition.  At 
1:21am, the victim, Joseph V. Lian, succumbed to his injuries and was pronounced deceased.
